Mileage Paying 


At MPC Halted 


MPC students as well as 
the public and Hartnell, are 
still puzzled about a mileage 
allowance paid to MPC foot- 
ball players and students to 
come to college. The sports 
staff has written this story 
with the hope that the matter 
will be cleared up. This story 
contains some new facts re- 
lated to the earlier story. 

To begin with, Hartnell JC 
began a campaign to prove that 
MPC was inducing prospec- 
tive players into coming to 
college by paying them for 
their mileage. 

Actually, the payment of 
mileage to students in the free 
territory area (Santa Cruz and 
Watsonville), is done because 
these students work after 
school and therefore cannot 
take a bus. It was found that 
it would be cheaper to pay 
them mileage than to run an 
extra bus to these outlying 
areas. The Monterey High 
School Board approved the 
payment out of MUHS District 
funds. Record of the approval 
has been recorded in the Coun- 
ty Court House in Salinas. 

At the beginning of the year, 
an Athletic Coast Conference 
meeting was held at Menlo. 
This meeting made no acctr 
sation as to the inducing of 
students to MPC. In fact, no 
formal consideration was given 
to the charges made by Hart- 
nell. 

When a vote was called to 
decide about allowing this
